Shepherd Doubted. 
[From the Joplin Herald. } 

Why a man possessed of his natural senses 
should rush into town and spread the false re- 
port that he had shot and killed of the 
most notorious outlaws in America, no man 
in this part of the country ean figure out, and 
vet at this present writing the general opinion 
prevails that Shepherd’s story was 
simply a canard. As far the Herald 
been able to learn, Marshal Lig- 
vett and a very few other men 
the only parties who believe that Jesse James 
Was killed. The whole affair is shrouded in 
an impenetrable mystery,and it is very doubt- 
ful if the public will ever know just the true 
facts in the case. , That Shepherd had an en- 
counter with the robbers and vot wound | 
himself, very few people doubt, but the pub- 
lic mind in this vicinity is incredulous on any 
thing more. 

Yesterday a Tlerald reporter interviewed 
several parties in regard to the affair, and not 
a single man could be found who believed that 
Jesse James had been killed. 

DEPUTY SHERIFF PAYTON 
was the first man approached, and the 
porter opened the conversation by asking 
Mr. Payton what he thought of the shoot- 
ing. ° 

‘Well, I'll tell you,** said the gentleman, 
“Tsaw Shepherd, and he said he was posi- 
tive Le bad killed Jesse James, but for all that 
I do not believe he did. Shepherd's story 
Was straight enough, and he looked like a 
man telling the truth, but stilld cannot swal- 
low his Statements,’ 

**llew do vou think Shepherd vot shot o*s 

“Ob, I think that the gang slizvected him, 
and perhaps Lad been informed ot his tredel- 
ery, and when he Yeturned they opened fire 
on him, and by a mere miracle he escaped.

Do animals ever commit suicide? A dog. is 
said to have done so by drowning. perhaps on 
no stronger evidence than that which authen- 
ticuted Capt. Marrvat’s Doubts 
have been thrown on the of the cat 
Which hanged herself in the fork between two 
branches. The suicidal character of the scor- 
pion, however,-is reasserted by a correspond- 
ent of Nature. We have ali heard how the 
scorpion, if surrounded by a cirele 
of tire, runs its sting into its own head, and 
soexpires. DVrobably most of us have classed 
this scorpion with Benvenuto Cellinits cele- 
brated salamander, or with the barnacles whe 
give birth to wild geese. Mr. Allen Thom- 
son, however, bas a friend who has often 
seen scorpions sting themselves to death at 
When the insect is caught. he is put 
in a glass tumbler till dark. A light is then 
exhibited, whereon the scorpion first loses 
his head with excitement, and then **brings 
his recurved sting down uponit, and pierces 
it forcibly.”’ Ina moment his sorrows are 
over and ‘‘his excitement amounting to 
despair’’ ceases to vex him. It is odd that
